Our Overseas Trade in June. (Page 63.) 

Cessation of coal shipments accounts for the larger 
part of the reduced volume of British exports during 
the past month, and the falling away of certain manu- 
factures, led by iron and steel and cottons, was also 
serious. Imports increased £16 millions in value on 
the month, but were £13 millions under June of last 
year. On the whole, however, a more favourable 
situation appears than may have been expected after 
two months of the coal stoppage.

A rise equal to one per cent. is recorded for last 
month in the general level of wholesale prices, the 
index number being returned at 88°1 as against 87:2 
for May, taking the average of prices in 1924 as 100.

In Great Britain and Ireland the tonnage was 
841,338, which, while only 1,732 tons less on the quar- 
ter, was about 252,000 tons below that building a year 
ago, and is the lowest recorded since September, 1909.

EXPLOSIVES IN MINES. 


All blasting explosives permitted to be used generally 
in fiery or dusty mines belong to the class of detonating 
explosives, and the ignition of inflammable gases sur- 
rounding the borehole depends in a large measure upon 
the velocity of detonation of the explosive. The study 
of the velocity of detonation of blasting explosives in- 
volves the measurement of exceedingly short intervals of 
time, a matter of considerable experimental difficulty. 

A method has been worked out by which concordant 
results can be obtained in the measurement of time inter- 
vals of the order of one-millionth of a second. The work 
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is described in a paper by E. Jones, entitled ‘‘ A Method 
for the Determination of the Velocity of Detonation over 
Short Lengths of Explosive ’’ (Safety in Mines Research 
Board Paper No. 22, H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral 
House, Kingsway, London, price 9d. net),-and form 
part of the researches that are being carried out by the 
Explosives in Mines Research Committee.

YOKOHAMA. 


PROGRESS OF RECONSTRUCTION. 
(From the British Consulate-General, Yokohama.) 
In the autumn of 1923 Yokohama was almost com- 

pletely destroyed by earthquakes and fires, and since 
then the very heavy work of restoration and reconstruc- 
tion has been going on. Opportunity has been taken, 
so far as funds have allowed, to institute sweeping 1m- 
provements, especially in the widening of streets, the 
building of bridges, the provision of drainage, and the 
erection of public buildings. A complete service of 
automatic telephones was also arranged for, and 
brought into operation in the spring of this year. The 
reconstruction, inevitably slow at first, has become re- 
markably rapid this year, and may be expected to pro- 
gress still more rapidly now that the planning and pre- 
liminary work have been done. The following descrip- 
tion of work in detail, carried out by the State, the 
Prefecture, and the City, is based on Japanese official 


reports :_— 








THe Port anD HARBOUR. 

The principal damage to the Harbour was (i) the 
collapse of the wharves, (ii) the destruction of the pier, 
and (iii) the subsidence of the breakwater. The Central 
Government immediately set about the work of recon- 
struction, and instituted emergency works as a first 
measure with a view to restoring communication between 
shore and harbour. At the same time investigations 
were made and plans for permanent restoration pre- 
pared. Work was begun in October, 1923, and by 
March, 1925, wharves Nos. 1 to 13 were reconstructed, 
wharf No. 13 being made into a landing-stage. Not 
only were all the other wharves made capable of mooring 
large ocean-going steamers, but Nos. 4, 9, 10 and 11 
were taken 48 feet further out, so that the width of the 
quays, formerly 360 feet, was increased to 408 feet. An 
area of 10,528 square yards was reclaimed, that avail- 
able for landing goods being thus much greater than 
before the earthquake. The widening of the quays also 
had the effect of increasing the mean depth of water 
alongside wharf No. 4 at low water spring tides from 
32 feet to 34 feet, and alongside wharves Nos. 9, 10 and 
11 from 24-28 feet to 26-30 feet. Wharf No. 12 was 
taken 60 feet further out, increasing the quay space by 
2,040 square yards and the depth alongside from 20 feet 
to 24 feet. 

The reconstruction of the pier was begun in Novem- 
ber, 1924, and was prosecuted with all possible speed. 
The retaining wall at the landward end was completed 
by March, 1925, the pier proper by July, and the sea- 
ward terminal of the pier by October. The bridgework 
connecting the mooring berths with the shore was short- 
ened from 390 feet to 168 feet, and, although the total 
length from shore to seaward extremity was thus 
shortened by 222 feet, this reduction was only in the 
connection between the mooring berths and the shore, 
and greatly facilitated communication between ship and 
shore. The former method of construction by hollow 
cast-iron pillars having resulted in buckling under the 
stress of the earthquake, in the reconstructed pier 7-inch 
round steel pillars were used, set in 64-feet steel screw 
piles. All castings being steel, great. additional resist- 
ance to earthquake is attained. The depth alongside 
has been increased from 35 feet to 36 feet 3 inches. 
The work was entirely completed by the end of Septem- 
ber, 1925, and, together with the restoration of the 
wharves, affords a great increase in capacity and facili- 
ties as compared with those before the earthquake. 
The reconstruction of the breakwaters was begun simul- 
taneously with that of the wharves, immediately after 
the earthquake, and repairs of the eastern breakwater 
were completed by March, 1924, and of the northern 
breakwater by May, 1924. 

Port Lanpine Faciities. 

The principal landing facilities consist of warehouses, 
sheds, landing wharves, cranes and railways. Of sheds 
on wharves Nos. 1 to 12, Shed 4, which is at the prin- 
cipal wharf for large mail steamers, will be of two 
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storeys, and will contain a waiting-room and passengers’ 
enquiry office. Construction has been begun, and about 
10 per cent. has been completed. This shed will be 
finished by the end of this year. The sheds on wharves 
Nos. 7, 8 and 12 will also be completed in 1926. Repairs 
and rebuilding of the other sheds are already completed. 
About 30 per cent. of the roads in the Customs enclosure 
have been reconstructed. As the railway lines must 
necessarily await the completion of the roads, these have 
not yet been permanently restored, but will be com- 
pleted at the same time as the roads. Upon completion 
of all the warehouses and sheds directly connected with 
the harbour, the effective area of these buildings, which 
was 200,000 square yards before the earthquake, will be 
increased to 376,520 square yards. 

In order to provide the necessary facilities for a com- 
mercial port, it was found necessary to reconstruct two 
main canals, of a total length of 9,090 metres, at an esti- 
mated cost of 5,612,000 yen. Of this 1,090 metres has 
been completed, a further 545 metres is in progress, and 
a contract for 2,182 metres has been offered for tender. 
Thirty-seven bridges are to be reconstructed, and work 
is in progress on fifteen of them. 

MunIcIPAL WORKS. 

The restoration of the water supply, which was 
entirely destroyed in the earthquake, was put in hand 
at the earliest possible moment, and water was again 
supplied to the city by 11th September, 1923, only ten 
days after the earthquake. Before the end of 1925 the 
water mains were entirely repaired and water was sup- 
plied throughout the city. The number of houses 
supplied on completion of the repairs to the mains was 
over 70,000, 78 per cent. of the total number of 
houses in the city limits. The reconstruction work com- 
prises the repair of mains, the construction of a new 
settling reservoir and of a supply reservoir, the installa- 
tion of supply pipes, the provision of water meters, and 
the erection of the necessary buildings. The meters are 
already installed, the supply reservoir is in progress, and 
the construction of the settling reservoir was begun in 
November, 1925. 

Work is in progress on sections totalling 82,540 feet, 
of which 25 per cent. had been completed at the end of 
1925. Plans are in preparation for a further length of 
46,351 feet. When the latter section is completed about 
25 per cent. of the total drainage work will have been 
disposed of. 

Since the earthquake, gas producing, gas by-products, 
gasometer and auxiliary installations have been re- 
erected or newly installed, all buildings reconstructed 
or repaired, gas mains laid, re-laid or repaired, meters 
provided, etc., for a daily supply of 2,500,000 cubic feet 
of gas. Two gas-producers, each of 500,000 cubic feet 
daily capacity, have been completed, and buildings and 
auxiliary plant completed for a total eventual produc- 
tion of 3,000,000 cubic feet daily. Refining plant for 
tar and sulphate of ammonium is being erected. 
Gasometers of a capacity of 855,000 cubic feet and 
125,000 cubic feet are completed, and a third of 855,000 
cubic feet capacity is under construction. Of a total 
length of 500,000 feet of gas mains, 408,000 feet are 
already laid. Supply pipes have been laid to 13,000 
houses out of a total of 22,000. Gas supply was recom- 
menced in July, 1925, and 700,000 cubic feet are now 
supplied daily. 

In November last a national census was taken, from 
which it appeared that the number of households in 
Yokohama was 95,347, with a total population of 405,387 
(males 213,869, females 191,518). This shows a decrease 
from the census of 1920 of only 643 households and 
16,083 persons, in spite of the catastrophe of 1923. As 
compared with statistics taken directly after the earth- 
quake, there is an increase of 24,616 households and 
95,827 persons. Before the earthquake there were 
6,200 foreigners in Yokohama, which was reduced to 376 
after the catastrophe. At the census of November, 
1925, there were 3,662 foreigners, of whom about 2,700 
were Chinese. 

It is expected that by 1928 Yokohama will again 
present every appearance of a prosperous and modern 
city.

An appropriate standard of comparison by which to 
judge the figures for June is not easy to determine. 
Since last June there has been a substantial fall in prices, 
and as a result smaller figures may not represent a 
smaller volume of trade. The effect of these changes in 
value per unit of goods imported or exported will be 
shown in next week’s *‘ Journal,’’ but, meanwhile, the 
indication furnished by the corresponding comparisons 
for the first quarter of the year may afford some 
indication of the approximate extent of the changes. As 
compared with a year earlier, the reduction of average 
values in the first quarter was a little under 8 per cent. 
for both imports and exports and about 2 per cent. for 
re-exports. If a similar proportionate fall were applic- 
able to the month of June, it would follow that the 
reduction in the volume of trade, compared with June 
of last year, was less than 5 per cent. in the case of 
imports, and about 8 per cent. in the case of exports of 
goods produced in this country, while an increase in re- 
exports of about 3 per cent. would be indicated. 

Changes so small as this from the volume of trade of 
June last year appear to put a more favourable view of 
the situation on the second month of the coal stoppage 
than the circumstances prepare us to expect. The fact 
that coal exports have practically ceased would account 
for the larger part (three-quarters) of the reduced volume 
of exports, and, though coal has been imported during 
June, the figures are only affected to the extent of about 
a million pounds, a sum insufficent to affect seriously 
the general indications of the figures. It is, therefore, 
necessary to examine the figures more closely and also 
to remember that the abnormal post-strike activity, 
commented on in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ a 
month ago, may have extended into June. The exports 
of our own produce and manufactures will be first 
considered. 


EXPORTS IN JUNE. 


The exports of coal recorded in June amounted to 
384,485 tons, or about one per cent. of those of the pre- 
ceding June. Bunker coal for the month is recorded at 
about one-seventh of the amount supplied in June, 1925, 
the total being 182,750 tons. In the two other cases of 
notable decreases in exports of raw materials of domestic 
production, viz., animal and vegetable oils and paper- 
making materials, a fall in average values of nearly 10 
per cent. as compared with a year ago contributes sub- 
stantially to the recorded fall in aggregate values. 

In the manufactured class there are four of the 
twenty groups in which the goods exported are recorded 
for which larger values of exports are shown for June, 
1926, than for June, 1925. These four are, ‘‘ Non- 
Ferrous Metals and Manufactures thereof,’’ ‘‘ Manu- 
factures of Other Textile Materials ”’ (i.e., other than 
Cotton, Wool and Silk), ‘‘ Oils, Fats and Resins, Manu- 
factured,’’ and ‘‘ Leather and Manufactures there- 
of.’’ In the first of these, an increase in tin exported 
from 2,279 tons in June, 1925, to 3,082 tons in June, 
1926, combined with a rise in the average value per ton 
of about 8 per cent., is the main cause of the increase, 
exports of brass, copper, lead and aluminium being less 
than in June, 1925. Exports of zinc show a greater 
relative increase than those of tin. In the case of 
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‘‘ Manufactures of Other Textile Materials,’’ the 
increase shown is only £24,000, while exports of 
‘* Artificial Silk Manufactures,’’ included in the group, 
increased by nearly £200,000. ‘‘ Cordage ’’ is respon- 
sible for £15,000 increase and ‘‘ Handkerchiefs ’’ and 
‘‘ Damask Table Linen ’’ for increases of £13,000 and 
£25,000. Linen piece-goods show a yardage increase 
of 964,600 or nearly one-sixth, while the value is less by 
£29,425 or nearly 6 per cent. The largest part of the 
increase in ‘‘ Oils, Fats and Resins, Manufactured,”’ is 
the result of a doubling of the refined petroleum exports, 
the greater part of the increase being in fuel oil, with 
lamp oil contributing an important share of the aggregate 
expansion. There was also an increase in the exports of 
soap. In the case of ‘* Leather and Manufactures 
thereof,’’ the main increase is in undressed leather. The 
total increase in this case was only £18,736, or less than 
4 per cent. 
THe Heavy Losses: [RON AND STEEL. 


Among the groups in which a decrease compared with 
last year is shown, that showing the heaviest relative 
decrease (leaving aside ‘‘ Coke and Manufactured 
Fuel ’’) is, as was to be anticipated, ‘‘ Iron and Steel 
and Manufactures thereof,’’ and that with the next 
heaviest relative decrease (and with the greatest absolute 
decrease) is ‘‘ Cotton Yarns and Manufactures.’’ These 
two groups together account for 70 per cent. of the 
falling off, as compared with June, 1925, in manufactured 
exports. The total tonnage of iron and steel goods 
exported in June is recorded as 231,334 tons, the figure 
for June last year being 275,628 tons. The falling off 
was thus 44,294 tons or 16 per cent. The reduction in 
declared value was from £5,199,000 to £4,050,000 or 
22 per cent. The average value per ton thus decreased 
by about 7 per cent., in spite of the comparatively large 
relative reduction which naturally took place in the 
cruder forms. Thus the percentage reduction in tonnage 
was, for pig iron 32, for ferro-alloys 61, for bars, rods, 
angles, shapes and sections of iron 53, and of steel 26, 
for plates over } in. thick 59, for other uncoated plates 
14, for galvanized sheets 23, for tinned plates 104, for 
wire and wire manufactures 25. In the case of steel 
rails an increase in tonnage of 44 per cent. and in 
that of other railway material of 56 per cent. is shown. 


CoTTon. 


In cotton yarns and manufactures a reduction in 
value of exports, as compared with June, 1925, of 
£2,696,000 or 18 per cent. is recorded. It is 
interesting to note that the weight of yarn exported 
showed an increase of nearly 9 per cent., though the 
value decreased by nearly 14 per cent. The aggregate 
square yardage of piece-goods exported in June was less 
than that recorded for the preceeding June by 9,652,000 
square yards or rather under 3 per cent., while the value 
decreased by £2,291,000 or 19 per cent. In the case of 
grey goods, however, an increase of 21,086,000 square 
yards or 24 per cent. is shown in yardage, but a fall of 
over 3 per cent. in value. Other classes of piece-goods 
fell off in the aggregate about 12 per cent. in yardage 
and 23 per cent. in value. The increase in grey goods 
is attributable to larger shipments to India, the increase 
in that case being nearly 29,000,000 square yards or 66 
per cent. This location of the increase accounts in part 
for the relatively large fall in average value. The 
aggregate increase in cotton piece-goods shipped to 
India was 51,000,000 square yards or 54 per cent., the 
shipments to all other markets having fallen off by over 
60,000,000 square yards or about 25 per cent. 


WooL. 


In the case of wool, as in that of cotton, yarn exports 
were greater in quantity in June, 1926, than in June, 
1925. The weight increased by 16 per cent., while the 
value fell off by 3 per cent. In the case of woollen 
tissues, the square yardage of exports fell by 17 per cent. 
and the value by 22 per cent., and in that of worsted 
tissues the decrease both of the square yardage and of 
the value was 22 per cent. In both cases the exports to 
China increased notably, while those to Japan decreased. 
and the United States took more woollens and _ less 
worsteds. The four great self-governing Dominions over- 
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seas, with the East Indies, took less woollens, and in even 
more marked degree less worsteds. 


MACHINERY. 


Next in importance in our manufactured exports, after 
the three classes of goods already considered, is 
machinery. As a measure of quantity for the group as 
a whole, weight is open to serious objection, but it is the 
only measure available. Tested by this standard, while 
the value of the exports was less in June, 1926, than in 
June, 1925, by 12 per cent., the quantity was less by 
9 per cent only. The fall in tonnage was 19 per cent. 
in the case of textile machinery, spinning machinery 
showing a decrease of 15 per cent., while weaving 
machinery reached the average of 19 per cent. For 
boilers and boiler house plant and machine tools 
(metal working) increased tonnages exported are 
recorded, as also is the case for sewing machines and for 
parts of sewing machines. Reciprocating steam engines 
also increased in tonnage exported, and by the rmportant 
amount of 20 per cent., while internal combustion engines 
decreased by one-third in aggregate tonnage exported. 


OTHER MANUFACTURED GROUPS. 


In addition to the important groups of manufactured 
goods already referred to, four others, namely, 
‘‘ Earthenware, Glass, etc.,’’ ‘‘ Paper and Cardboard,”’ 
‘‘ Cutlery, Hardware, Implements and Instruments ”’ 
and ‘‘ Manufactures of Wood and Timber,’’ are repre- 
sented in June, 1926, by values respectively 12, 12, 15 
and 18 per cent. less than those recorded for June, 1925. 
Their aggregate contribution to the total shortage was, 
however, less than 5 per cent. of its magnitude. The 
remaining seven groups show decreases of less than 5 per 
cent. in value, decreases which fell well within the 
general movement of values. The variety in the de- 
scriptions of goods included in the groups renders any 
general statement as to the aggregate quantities un- 
reliable pending the completion of the usual calculations 
for the quarter. It is of interest to note that, owing 
largely to increased shipments to Australia, the exports 
of locomotives showed an increase of 70 per cent., and 
that Australia also took increased numbers of motor car 
chassis, resulting in an aggregate increase in that item. 
Motor cycles exported also show a larger total in June 
this year than last, and there was a smaller increase in 
pedal cycles. In the miscellaneous group increases in 
quantity are recorded in the cases of dressed furs and 
linoleum. 

THE Import TRADE. 


Imports of wheat in June were about 8 per cent. 
greater in quantity than a year ago, Canada furnishing 
a large part of the increase. Supplies from Australia 
were much less than in June Iast year, and this deficit 
was made good by increased arrivals from Argentina. 
In the ten months of the cereal year to date the im- 
ports of wheat and wheat flour have been less than in 
the corresponding period of last year by over 8 per 
cent., or fully three weeks’ normal consumption. 

A considerable decrease is recorded in the imports 
of refrigerated meat as compared with last year. The 
quantity of beef imported was 30 per cent. less, a deficit 
towards meeting which the imports of mutton and lamb 
showed only a 5 per cent. increase on a much smaller 
total. There were also important decreases in the 
quantities of bacon and hams imported. For fruit 
generally, increases are shown on the quantities re- 
corded for June last year, particularly in the cases of 
apples and oranges. Imports of cocoa showed a very 
marked drop, to less than a fifth of the imports of June, 
1925. For the half-year to June the aggregate reduc- 
tion is about 10 per cent. Sugar imports show a great 
falling off as compared with a year ago, the total being 
less by over 15 per cent. Raw sugar imports show a 
fall of little short of one-third, mainly due to reduced 
supplies from Cuba, and the shortage of raw sugar was 
only partially met by increased arrivals of refined sugar. 
Increased quantities from Czechoslovakia were largely 
offset by a fall in receipts from the United States and 
Canada. The latter were reduced by 40 per cent., the 
former by 93 per cent. 
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The more notable features of the raw material imports 
of the month, apart from the 600,000 tons of coal which 
appear in the record and the reduction to a quarter of 
last year’s figure of imported iron ore and scrap, are 
a decrease in timber imports by fully 25 per cent., an 
increase in imports of cotton by 14 per cent., a decrease 
in wool by 8 per cent. and in oilseeds, etc., by 13 per 
cent., and an increase of rubber by 36 per cent., the 
percentages referring to values in the case of the last 
five commodities. In the case of timber, the sawn soft 
timber shows a reduction in quantity of 18 per cent. 
and in value of 26 per cent., and for sawn hard timber 
the reduction in quantity is 23 per cent. and in value 
18 per cent. On the whole there has been some fall in 
values contributing to the reduced figure of aggregate 
value. For cotton an increase in quantity of 47 per 
cent. as compared with the imports of June last year 
is shown, so that the fall in average values is about 23 
per cent. The fall in the value of the wool imported 
appears to be a question of price. Raw sheep’s and 
lambs’ wool accounts for some 95 per cent. of the total 
of the group, and for this an increase of 13 per cent. 
in weight is recorded, while the value is less by over 
7 per cent. Thus the apparent decrease in imports, as 
judged by aggregate value, clearly covers a real increase 
in supplies. The decrease in the oilseeds group is also 
to a considérable extent a matter of prices. Linseed 
represented 22 per cent. of the total value of the group 
in June, 1925. In this item there has been a reduc- 
tion of 45 per cent. in quantity and of 63 per cent. 
in value. Average values have, therefore, decreased by 
about a third. For cottonseed an increase of quantity 
by 14 per cent. is accompanied by a decrease of over 6 
per cent. in total value, and in nuts and kernels an 
increase of 16 per cent. in quantity brings less than 
4 per cent. increase in value. Imported crude 
petroleum shows an increase of 57 per cent. in quantity 
and 44 per cent. in value. In the rubber group, too, 
price reduction plays an important part in the value 
comparison, the gross imports of raw rubber having in- 
creased by 106 per cent., while their value has increased 
by 42 per cent. only. 


Imports of ‘* Articles Wholly or Mainly Manufac- 
tured ’’ in June were valued at 29 per cent., or 
£10,600,000, less than a year ago, large decreases in 
silk goods, in vehicles, in textiles other than cotton, wool 
and silk, in apparel, in non-ferrous metals, and in 
cutlery, hardware, etc., being recorded. In the last- 
named group the comparison with June, 1925, is with 
a month in which imports of clocks and watches and 
of cinematograph films were very largely inflated in 
anticipation of the duty, and the recorded decrease is 
fully accounted for by these items. A like explana- 
tion applies to silk goods, to “‘ other ’’ textile goods 
(largely affected by artificial silk) and to apparel and 
vehicles. Thus the only group of those named in which 
some other reason for decrease has to be sought is that 
of non-ferrous metals. In the case of iron and steel, the 
aggregate tonnage imported slightly exceeded _ that 
exported, the value imported being less than half 
that exported. It may be noted that the class 
of manufactured imports, though showing so large a 
decrease as compared with June, 1925, a very mislead- 
ing comparison, shows an increase of £3,762,000, or 17 
per cent., on the figures of June, 1924. 


SHIPPING MOVEMENTS. 


The inward movement of vessels with cargo in June 
this year was very similar to that of the preceding June, 
a decrease in tonnage of little more than 1 per cent. 
being recorded. For the half-year as a whole a like 
statement is true. The outward movement was, in the 
absence of coal cargoes, naturally a striking contrast. 
The tonnage of vessels leaving was reduced by one-third 
in the aggregate, the reduction being 22 per cent. for 
British vessels and 59 per cent. for foreign vessels. For 
the half-year as a whole the tonnage decreases of vessels 
clearing with cargo were: British vessels, 12 per cent. ; 
foreign vessels, 21 per cent.; all vessels, 15 per cent.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN JUNE. 








BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


The general level of wholesale prices in June, as cal- 
culated at the Board of Trade, was 1:0 per cent. above 
the May level, the index numbers for the two months 
being 88'1 and 87:2 respectively, taking the average of 
prices in 1924 as 100. These figures include an allow- 
ance for the high prices paid in June for imported coal. 
It is reported that these prices represented, about the 
end of the month, an advance of from 70 per cent. to 
80 per cent. on the prices ruling previous to the stoppage 
at the pits. The quantities available were, of course, 
very much less than the quantities normally used, and 
prices paid for coal used in the manufacture of iron and 
steel are reflected in the index number for the iron and 
steel group. By how much the month’s average prices 
for coal fell below those reached towards the close there 
are no means of determining. An all-over allowance 
for higher prices and decreased turnover equivalent to 
an average rise of 25 per cent. in coal prices, and no 
change in their relative importance, appears not un- 
reasonable. The result cannot lay claim to the precision 
aimed at in the calculation of the general index, and it 
is desirable, therefore, to record the general movement 
apart from the specific items relating to coal. Omitting 
these from the calculation, the index number for the 
remaining 140 items (1924 = 100) would be 87:1 for 
June and 875 for May, a fall from May to June of 
05 per cent. For the 87 items other than coal and food, 
the average movement for the month is a rise of 0°2 per 
cent. 

Wholesale food prices were lower in June than in 
May by 1°5 per cent., lower averages being shown in 
each of the three groups. Industrial materials rose by 
2°5 per cent. in June compared with the average for 
May, iron and steel advancing by 2°2 per cent. and 
other metals and minerals, with which coal is included, 
by 12°2 per cent. Cotton materials were cheaper b 
1‘9 per cent., and other textiles by 1°5 per cent.

The advanced prices obtained for British wheat in 
May were maintained in June, the ‘‘ Gazette Averages "' 
for the month having varied between 13s. 5d. and 
13s. 9d. per ewt. Northern Manitoba wheat cheapened 
somewhat, the London ex ship prices for No. 1 quality 
being between 62s. and 63s. per quarter of 496 lbs., 
compared with 65s. 9d. in the middle of May and 63s. 
at the end of that month. From the beginning of May 
to the end of June the ‘‘ Gazette Average ’’ for British 
barley shows a fall of from 9s. 4d. to 8s. 8d. per cwt., 
and of this fall 7d. was reported during the later month. 
The largest falls in other cereals were in Canadian oats 
and La Plata maize. The former fell from 3ls. per 
320 lb. early in May to 28s, at the end of June, and 
the latter to 6s. 2d. per 100 Ibs. in the middle of June, 
compared with 6s. 74d. a few weeks earlier. There was 
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a recovery to 6s. 8d. at the end of June. For tapioca, 
finest flake, a rise from 28s. per cwt. to 30s. 6d. 
has been recorded from the beginning of May to the end 
of June. Fresh meat was mostly cheaper, owing to the 
high prices of the middle of May, but towards the end 
of June there was a recovery in the case of Scotch beef. 
Argentine chilled and frozen beef became dearer, the 
former being quoted at 88d. per lb. for first quality 
hindquarters at the end of June, compared with 7d. per 
lb. at the beginning of the month and with 74d. per lb. 
during the period of high prices in May. Pork and 
Wiltshire and Danish bacon were cheaper, while Irish 
and American bacon were dearer. Irish eggs fell to 
11s. 3d. per 120 at the end of the month, compared with 
13s. 3d. in the second week of May and with 12s. 6d. per 
120 during the early part of June. In the case of 
Danish eggs, only a small difference is shown between 
the averages for the two months, and the quotation at 
the end of June was 13s. 14d. per 120. Milk averaged 
about 20 per cent. cheaper in June than in the previous 
month for a portion of which the pool charge of 8d. or 
4d. per gallon was in operation. The price of potatoes 
shows the seasonal rise consequent on the marketing of 
the new crop. Among other commodities included with 
the group relating to food other than cereals and meat, 
the most important price changes were reductions for 
onions, apples and oranges, and an advance in the case 
of cocoa. 

Considerable increases have been made in pig-iron 
prices. Since the end of April, Cleveland No. 3 
foundry (G.M.B.) has advanced from £3 10s. to £4 per 
ton; Derby, Leicester and Notts, No. 3 foundry, from 
£3 7s. to £4 10s. per ton; Northampton, No. 3 foundry, 
from £3 3s. to £4 2s. 6d. per ton; and Scottish, No. |] 
foundry, from £4 ls. to £4 5s. per ton. Tinplates were 
at 23s. for coke I.C. (20 x 14, 112 sheets, 108 lbs.) at 
the end of June, compared with 19s. 44d. a month 
earlier, and advances were recorded during June, vary- 
ing from 2s. 6d. to 5s. per ton in the prices of soft steel 
billets, tinplate and sheet bars, flat steel bars, steel 
angles (Scotland), and ship plates (Scotland). For 
galvanised corrugated sheets a rise from £15 5s. to £16 
per ton is shown from the end of May to the end of 
June. From the high prices of £35 and £36 per ton 
ruling at the beginning of the year, English lead fell to 
£29 10s. in April and May, and recovered to £32 5s. 
per ton in the middle of June. Straits tin reached 
£297 17s. 6d. per ton in March, and after falling to 
£270 2s. 6d. in the early part of June recovered to 
£280 10s. There were general reductions during June 
in quotations for raw cotton, cotton yarns and cotton 
cloth, and raw wool was cheaper also. Weaving yarns 
and carpet yarns of wool averaged less in June than in 
May in consequence of price reductions, made in the 
course of the earlier month being’ continued 
until the end of the later. After being as 
high as £48 per ton at the beginning of May, 
raw jute, first marks, fell to £39 early in June, 
and recovered to £42 10s. by the end of that month. 
Wood pulp prices have been falling for some time. 
Chemical wood pulp (sulphite bleached) was quoted at 
£17 per ton (c.i.f.) for the greater part of June, against 
£18 in May and £18 10s. per ton in the first half of 
April. For mechanical wood pulp (pine, 50 per cent. 
moist) the c.i.f. quotation was £3 17s. 6d. per ton from 
the second week of June, compared with £4 Ils. 3d. in 
May and £4 2s. 6d. in April. The fall in hide prices 
was arrested in June, and first quality ox and heifer 
hides (70 to 79 lbs.) were quoted at 8d. per lb. compared 
with 74d. five weeks earlier. Other descriptions of ox 
and heifer hides advanced during the same period by 
amounts varying from $d. to 1d. per lb., and cowhides 
by #d. per lb. Rubber, ribbed smoked sheet, fell from 
234d. per lb. early in May to 20}d. per Ib. at the end 
of June. During the two months stock bricks rose from 
£4 3s. 6d. to £4 5s. 6d. per 1,000.

Comparing the price averages for June with those for 
May, increases are shown for 21 of the 53 articles of 
food and decreases for 26; of the former only 5 were 
above 5 per cent, including 3 of over 10 per cent., and 
of the latter 10 were of more than 5 per cent., including 
4 of over 10 per cent. The averages for the 97 items of 
industrial materials show 33 increases and 28 decreases, 
comparing the two months. Of the increases 16 were 
over 5D per cent. and 12 (including the ten quotations 
for coal) were over 10 per cent. All of the decreases 
were under 10 per cent. and 25 of them were under 5 per 
cent. 
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SCRAP IRON AND STEEL FROM 
FRANCE. 








ALLOCATION OF CONTINGENT FOR 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


With reference to the restrictions on the export of 
scrap iron and steel from France, arrangements have been 
made with the French Government as regards the 
distribution among importers in the United Kingdom of 
the contingent of 30,000 metric tons of scrap metal to be 
allowed to be exported from France to this country 
during the present year. 

Under these arrangements, authorisations to partici- 
pate in this contingent will be issued to British firms by 
the Federated Associations of Scrap Iron, Steel, Metals 
and Machinery Merchants of Great Britain (Westmin- 
ster Bank Buildings, 3, York Street, Manchester), and 
will be approved by the Board of Trade. Applications for 
such authorisations should be made to the Secretary of 
the Federation at the address quoted above, and author- 
isations, which will only be granted to recognised iron and 
steel merchants or consuming works, will be granted as far 
as possible in order of application. The material referred 
to in the application must be part of a contract duly 
entered into (subject to French export licence), and the 
authorisation will only be granted on the condition that 
the material is for exclusive use in Great Britain and not 
for re-export. It must be understood that any breach 
of this condition will involve the loss by the firm concerned 
ef their right to participate in the allocation. 








Having obtained this authorisation the importer is to 
send a copy to the French supplier, who will obtain from 
the competent French authorities the necessary export 
licence. 

Export licences for England will be issued for the 
present year by the French authorities in the following

EMPIRE PRODUCTS AND THE IMPERIAL 
INSTITUTE. 

The Imperial Institute, which was founded by King 
Edward VII., then Prince of Wales, to commemorate 
Queen Victoria’s first Jubilee in 1887, still has for its 
main object the investigation and development of raw 
products—plant and animal and mineral—in all parts 
of the Empire, and the advancement of co-operative 
trade of the Empire by Lringing these products, actual 
and potential, to the notice of commercial and industrial 
interests in any part of the Empire. Any Government, 
any institution, any individual in the British Empire 
may at any time send any product to the Imperial 
Institute for investigation. 

To carry out its work the Institute is in close touch 
with Commissioners of Lands, Forests and Agriculture 
and their staffs of botanists, chemists, entomologists and 
micologists, as well as geological surveyors and mineral- 
ogists in each Dominion and Colony and Protectorate 
in the Empire. These are constantly sending samples 
of products to be examined in the Institute’s labora- 
tories, after which full reports upon them are returned 
to the senders. These reports include information 
received from acknowledged authorities in the various 
trades and industries at home as to the comparative 
marketing value of the products examined. 

Since July, 1925, the former Imperial Mineral 
Resources Bureau has formed part of the Imperial 
Institute, and carries on, as the Minera] Resources 
Department of the Institute, the work which had been 
performed by them as a separate body since its incep- 
tion in 1917. A new Board of Governors was set up a 
year ago, and the Government administration of the 
Institute was transferred from the Colonial ()ominions) 
Office to the Department of Overseas Trade. Lt.-Gen. 
Sir William T. Furse, K.C.B., D.S.O., was appointed 
on Ist January last administrator, not scientist, in 
accordance with the recommendation of the Ormsby- 
Gore Committee’s Report in 1923. 

The Institute, which is to be reopened to the public 
on 15th September, is undergoing great changes under 
the new director. The exhibition galleries have been 
closed to the public during the winter for reheating, 
relighting and redecorations, and the method of display- 
ing raw products is being greatly modernised. _Dio- 
ramas and models have been arranged with samples of 
raw and finished pnoducts, transparencies, photographs, 
pictures, maps, charts and printed notes, illustrating 
the subject of the diorama. 








WORLD PORT DUES AND CHARGES. 
Messrs. George Philip and Son, Limited, have re- 
cently published a new edition—the eighteenth—of 
“‘ Dues and Charges on Shipping Throuwzhout the 
World.’’ This invaluable standard reference work for 
the use of shipowners, brokers, underwriters, charterers 
and merchants generally, which has been published in 
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four volumes, has been thoroughly revised and much 
enlarged, and supplies reliable information relating to 
nearly 4,000 ports with many useful details. Volume 
IV. does not appear to have been altered greatly from 
the previous issue, but Vols. I., II. and III. contain 
many important alterations, about 400 new ports having 
been added. Actual disbursement lists have been sub- 
stituted in many cases for the pro forma lists previously 
given, and the costs at foreign ports generally reduced 
to British currency. Depth of water, general accommo- 
dation, stevedoring and other rates are given for many 
ports; and such items as coaling facilities, Customs dues, 
light dues, oil fuelling facilities, pilotage, port charges 
and towage are continually given. Altogether a result 
has been achieved that will be most appreciated by the 
users, who are generally experts at their work.

BRITISH STANDARD BRASS BARS. 


The British Engineering Standards Association has 
recently issued specifications for brass bars (high speed 
screwing and turning) and high tensile brass bars and 
sections (Nos. 249-1926 and 250-1926 respectively). 
The copper content in the high speed screwing material 
is specified to be between 56 and 60 per cent., and the 
minimum tensile strength 20 tons per square inch, with 
an elongation of not less than 20 per cent. In the high 
tensile brass, two grades of which are specified, the 
copper content is required to be between 54 and 62 per 
cent. The minimum tensile strength of the first grade 
is 30 tons per square inch, with a proof stress of 15 tons 
per square inch and a minimum elongation of 25 per 
cent. In the lower grade the minimum tensile strength 
is 35 tons per square inch, with a proof of stress of 18 
tons per square inch and a minimum elongation of 20 
per cent. Tables giving the margins of manufacture 
for round, square and hexagon bars, whether extruded, 
rolled or drawn (after extrusion or rolling), are included 
as appendices to both specifications. Specifications 
covering naval brass bars and sections are in preparation.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has been advised by cable from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the 
fortnight ended 3rd July the following quantities of 
South African produce were shipped to the United 
Kingdom :—Wool, scoured, 510 bales; wool, greasy, 
774 bales; mohair, 1,029 bales; hides, wet, 1,500 bales ; 
hides, dry, 654 bales; sheepskins, 824 bales; goatskins, 
279 bales; wattle bark, 1,268 tons; wattle extract, 
439,283 lbs. ; ostrich feathers, 1 case; lucerne seed, 112 
bags ; cotton seed, 778,842 lbs., cotton lint, 749,936 lbs. ; 
maize meal, 10,855 bags; lucerne meal, 500 bags. In 
addition the following boxes of fruit were shipped to the 
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United Kingdom:—Oranges, 60,092; raisins, 6,600; 
grape fruits, 3,911; sultanas, 3,140; naartjes, 1,600; 
prunes, 1,150; pines, 641; dried apricots, 558 ; dried 
apples, 260; and dried peaches, 150. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the High Commissioner 
for India in London on the season and crops for the 
past week :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 12th July.—Rainfall has been 
nearly general in Lower Burma and the Konkan on six 
days; in Orissa and Malabar on five days; in Mysore on 
four days; in the Central Provinces, Assam on the 
North Madras coast and in the Kumaon Hills on three 
days; and in Bengal, Chota Nagpur, the Bombay Deccan 
and Bihar on two days. The depression over the head 
of the Bay of Bengal has moved through South Bengal, 
Orissa, Chota Nagpur and the North-west Central 
Provinces to Rajputana, causing locally widespread rain 
in the adjoining areas. 

Monsoon.—The Bay monsoon weakened on 9th July. 
The Arabian Sea monsoon generally is vigorous in the 
Peninsula and the central parts of the country. 

Crops.—Assam, 12th July.—The weather has been 
seasonable and favourable for crops. Bombay, 10th 
July.—Fairly heavy general rain has benefited sowings ; 
more rain is needed generally. Bengal, 7th July.— 
Moderate to heavy rains have benefited transplanted 
winter paddy. The prospects for standing crops are 
satisfactory. Punjab, 5th July.—There has been lighi 
rain in parts, but more rain is urgently needed. 
Central Provinces, 5th July.—Rainfall has been light to 
moderate in most districts. Bihar and Orissa, 5th July. 
—Light to moderate rain has fallen, but more rain is 
needed in Bihar and Chota Nagpur. The condition of 
standing crops is fair to good. 

Preliminary Jute Forecast, 1926.—Bengal, 3,157,000 
acres; Bihar and Orissa, 280,000 acres; and Assam, 
168,000 acres. The total is 3,605,000 acres, compared 
with 3,115,000 acres, the revised figure for last year. 





FRENCH TARIFF REVISION. 


With reference to previous notices in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
regarding the forthcoming general revision of the French 
Customs Tariff, the British Ambassador at Paris reports 
that the Committee of Experts charged with the task of 
devising means to remedy the financial situation in 
France devote a chapter in their Report to Customs 
duties. 

The Committee observe that the French Customs 
duties represent at the present time less than half those 
existing in 1913, if account be taken of the rise in prices 
and the depreciation of the franc. A radical reform 
must therefore be carried out as soon as possible in order 
to ensure a steady yield of the duties and to afford pro- 
tection. A new Tariff should be adopted without too 
great a delay, and in any case before the end of the year. 
The new Tariff should be in harmony with the present 
monetary situation, and it should be possible to modify 
it automatically according to the general index num- 
ber of internal prices. It should not be unduly pro- 
tectionist, and should be in keeping with the economic 
situation of the country and facilitate negotiations with 
foreign countries. The new Tariff might reasonably be 
“gue to yield twice as much revenue as the present 

ariff. 





LATVIAN BUTTER EXPORTS. 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports that 
butter exports in June exceeded all previous records, 
22,358 casks, representing 1,143,258 kilogs. (about 
22,860 ewt.), having been exported, as against 13,379 
casks in May and 14,528 casks in June, 1925. Of the 
total exports the United Kingdom took 56:2 per cent., 
Germany 38°4 per cent., Norway 2°4 per cent., Denmark 
2°2 per cent., and Sweden 0°8 per cent.

TRADE OF THE PORT OF VANCOUVER IN 1925. 

According to the Annual Report of the Harbour Com- 
missioners of Vancouver for 1925, imports into and exports 
from the Port during the year under review amounted to 
3,814,930 tons, valued at 234,427,574 dollars and 2,593,068 
tons valued at 179,000,294 dols., as compared with 3,509,227 
tons (201,011,919 dols.) and 3,183,978 tons (169,513,963 
dols.) respectively in 1924, Logs and lumber imports 
totalled 960,665,010 ft. as against 857,399,414 ft. in 1924, 
while exports amounted to 504,895,367 ft. and 553,030,610 ft. 
respectively. Practically all the timber arriving at the 
Port was of British Columbian origin, while exports went 
chiefly to the United States, 159,399,012 ft.; British Colum- 
bian coast points, 123,275,297 ft.; Japan, 119,581,949 ft.; 
the United Kingdom, 22,586,851 ft.; Australia, 18,973,664 
ft.; Eastern Canada, 13,519,518 ft.; China, 11,341,218 ft.; 
New Zealand, 10,391,970 ft.; South Africa, 5,959,997 ft.; 
India, 5,331,404 ft.; Egypt, 4,032,689 ft.; Cuba, 2,347,350 ft.; 
and Fiji, 2,285,760 ft. 

Exports of apples and flour last year amounted to 199,895 
boxes and 80,959 tins respectively. As regards the former, 
109,407 boxes went to the United Kingdom, other destina- 
tions including New Zealand 44,402, China 13,232, Philip- 
pines 12,512 and Sweden 11,874 boxes. The bulk of the 
flour went te China, 60,865 tons; Japan, 8,075 tons; Nor- 
way, 5,490; and the United Kingdom, 5,051 tons. 

Canned fish exports amounted to 1,652,806 cases, and 
the recipients included the United Kingdom, 441,119 cases; 
France, 370,711; Australia, 206,581; Italy, 119,582; Eastern 
Canada, 82,799: New Zealand, 64,728; South Africa 48,042; 
Belgium, 42,544; and Chile, 30,345 cases. Exports of salt 
and dried fish totalled 39,827 tons, Japan and China being 
the chief recipients with 20,165 tons and 18,915 tons re- 
spectively.

(£1,467,000). In May, 1925, the value of imports and exports 
amounted to 185,648,000 zloty (£7,367,000) and 105,898,000 
zloty (£4,202,000) respectively.

POSTS, TELEGRAPHS AND TELEPHONES. 


The British Commercial Secretary at The Hague states it is 
reported that the increase of the revenues of the postal, 
telegraph and telephone services, which have been taking 
place since the middle of 1924, continued in 1925, so that a 
considerably higher revenue can be anticipated than was 
estimated for 1926. As the Authorities can supply the neces- 
sary funds for writing-off and the dividend for the working 
capital, it has been decided to cut the telegram tariffs, which 
are considered to be too high. It is estimated that the 
revenue will be 500,000 florins less in consequence. The 
lowering of the tariffs of the postal and telephone services is

not yet being considered, as the privilege must first be granted 
to the service with the heaviest charges, and as the full profits 
for the Exchequer cannot yet be dispensed with. Taking the 
decrease of the telegraph tariff into account, the revenues for 
1927 can be estimated at 11,029,245 fl. for the postal, 
6,761,000 fl. for the telegraph, and 10,055,000 fl. for the 
telephone services, and 100,000 fl. for other revenues, making 
a total of 27,945,245 fl. as against 26,151,000 fl. in 1925. The 
estimated expenditure for 1927 amounts to 21,586,300 fl. as 
compared with 20,078,000 fl. in 1925. 

According to the above-mentioned estimates the revenues 
in 1927 will exceed the expenditures by 6,359,000 fl. in the 
first six months of that year, while the surplus of the work- 
ing account totals 7,486,285 fl. After writings-off from the 
values of the possessions to an amount of 3,239,644 fl. and 
reserving 6 per cent., or 2,223,190 fl., for interest on the 
capital invested in buildings, establishments and inventory 
on Ist January, 1927, there still remains an advantageous 
balance for the Exchequer of 2,013,451 fl.

TRADE OF IQUITOS IN 1925.

IQUITOS. 


The balance of trade in favour of Iquitos, on the basis of 
official values of imports and exports, has risen from 
¢P.22 000 in 1924 to £P.157,000 in the year under review. 
Last year’s imports and exports reached a total of £P.384,902 
and £P.541,784, as compared’ with £P.330,795 and 
£P.353,220 respectively in 1924. The principal com- 
modities coming into Iquitos were flour, rice, preserved 
meats and fruits, soap, candles, kerosene, potatoes, hard- 
ware, cement, condensed milk, oils and paints, cotton 
soods and medicines, while the leading exports included 
cotton (1,627 tons), cotton seed (3,046 tons), balata (1,544 
tons), indiarubber (300 tons), timber (5,599 tons), tagua or 
‘‘corozo nut’’ or ‘‘ marfil vegetal ’’ (5,889 tons), coffee (30 
tons), chicle (10 tons). The following table shows the 
values of imports from the United Kingdom, the United 
States, Brazil and Continental and other ports—the com- 
parative figures for 1924 being also given :—

As regards destinations of exports, about 25 per cent. of 
the cotton went to the United States, practically all the 
remainder going to the United Kingdom. Most of the 
cotton seed went to this country, while as to balata, con- 
signments went to the United Kingdom, France, Germany 
and the United States. Timber went principally to the 
United States, but of the total exports of tagua, the bulk 
was distributed between Italy, France, Germeny, the United 
States, Belgium and the United Kingdom.

TAXATION REFORM. 


The Japanese Diet has recently passed several measures of 
taxation reform. These include: (1) Law for revising the 
Income Tax Law, (2) Law relating to a tax on Business 
Profits, (3) Law relating to a tax on Interest on Capital, and 
(4) New Succession Taxation. 

The Income Tax Revision Law introduces as from Ist 
April, 1926, certain changes in the existing Law, of which 
the following may be noted. The new classification of in- 
comes and new rates are as follows :— 


Class I.— 
A. Ordinary incomes of juridical persons. 

Those having their head office or princi- 
pal place of business in territory where the 
Law is in force dite - - ; 

Those not having their head office or 
principal place of business in territory 
where the Law is in force 

B. Excess incomes of juridical persons. 
The amount of excess income is to be ascertained and 
taxed as follows :— 

The amount of the ordinary income 
which exceeds an amount equivalent to 10 
per cent. per annum of the capital 

The amount exceeding 20 per cent. 

The amount exceeding 30 per cent. 

C. Liquidation incomes of juridical persons. 

The liquidation income arises where a ‘‘ juridical ’’ per- 
son has been dissolved and is the excess of the value of the 
proceeds over the amount paid up on the shares or the 
amount invested. Such income is to be divided and taxed 
as follows :—

Class II.— 

A. Payment received in territory where the Law is opera- 
live, of interest on public bonds, debentures or bank 
deposits or of profits upon loan trusts. 

B. Dividends or interest, distribution of surplus or any 
bonus or grant of the nature of a bonus which is a 
disposal of profits or surplus other than from juridical 
persons with headquarters in the territory where? the 
Law is operative. 

The amount of income tax paid each business year by 
a juridical person in respect of Class II. income shall, as 
determined by Ordinance, be deducted from the amount 
of income tax in respect of Class I. income, but such 
deducted income may not be entered as a loss in com- 
puting Class I. income. This is applicable also in the 
case of liquidation incomes of juridical persons. 


Class III.—Incomes of private individuals not belonging to 
class II. 

Class III. incomes are chargeable on a sliding scale, 
commencing with 0°8 per cent. for amounts not ex- 
ceeding 1,200 yen. Certain increased allowances in 
respect of the earned portion of incomes not exceeding 
12,000 yen and of ‘‘ dependents ”’ are prescribed. 

The Business Profits Tax, which is to take effect on 
Ist January, 1927, will replace the Business Tax of 1896. 
The new tax is to be levied on the net profits of (a) in- 
dividuals carrying on business provided the profit is not 
under 400 yen per annum, the rate of tax being 2°8 per 
cent., and (b) juridical persons at the rate of 3-6 per cent. 

The Law for a Tax on Interest on Capital, coming into 
force on Ist April, 1926, appears to be supplementary to the 
Income Tax Law. It provides for the levy of a tax at 2 per 
cent. of the amount received in the territory in which the 
Law is operative on the following :— 

Class A. Interest on public bonds, debentures, co- 
operative society debentures, or bank deposits or profits 
on loan trusts. (Certain interest coming under this 
class is exempted from the tax.) 

Class B. Interest on the loans or deposits not made as a 
business included in the Class III. income of a person 
liable for payment of tax on Class III. income. 

The rates of Succession Tax have been increased in the 
case Of taxable property exceeding 50,000 yen; the new rates 
in the case of direct succession vary from 0:5 per cent. for 
property not exceeding 10,000 yen to 10 per cent. where the 
amount is between 500,000 yen and 1,000,000 yen.

THE WORLD’S TONNAGE. 











LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING RETURNS 
FOR JUNE QUARTER. 

Lloyd’s Register Shipbuilding Returns for the quarter 
ended 30th June show that the tonnage under construction 
in Great Britain and Ireland was 841,338 tons, only 1,732 
tons less than at the end of March, 1926, but about 252,000 
tons less than the tonnage building twelve months ago. 
The tonnage on which work was suspended at the end of 
June, 1926, amounts to nearly 78,000 tons, which is about 
the same as at the end of June, 1925. The present totais 
are the lowest recorded since September, 1909, and are 
1,049,000 tons below the average tonnage building during 
the twelve months immediately preceding the war, i.e., 
1,890,000 tons. An appreciable decrease is shown in the 
tonnage commenced during the quarter, namely, 168,483 
tons, as compared with 193,121 tons during the first quarter 
of 1926, and the tonnage launched during the present 
quarter—171,725 tons—is 18,980 tons lower than that for 
the previous three months. 

The total merchant tonnage building in other countries— 
1,129,349—is about 38,000 tons less than at the end 
of March, 1926. The figures for the leading countries abroad 
are :—lItaly, 287,346 tons; France, 153,955 tons; Germany, 
148,851 tons; Holland, 148,245 tons; and United States, 
133,268 tons. It is to be observed that 163,233 tons were 
commenced abroad and 204,064 tons were launched, a de- 
crease, as compared with the previous quarter, of 31,110 
tons in the tonnage commenced and a decrease of 65,804 tons 
in that launched. 

The total world tonnage under construction shown in 
Table 5 of the Returns—1,970,687 tons—shows a decrease 
of 39,519 tons as compared with the previous quarter, and 
is 1,475,871 tons below the highest pre-war record reached 
on 30th June, 1913, viz., 3,446,558 tons. There are at the 
present time under construction in the world 25 vessels 
of between 10,000 and 20,000 tons each and 10 of 20,000 tons 
and upwards. Thirteen out of the 25, and three of the

larger vessels, are building in Great Britain and Ireland. 
The Returns ‘show that there are at the present time 43 
steamers and motorships, each of over 1,000 tons, with a 
total tonnage of 261,218, under construction jin the 
world for the carriage of oil in bulk. Of these tankers. 
20 of 118,765 tons are under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland, 10 of 62,360 tons in Holland, and four of 
26,900 tons in Germany. 


MOTORSHIPS AND MARINE ENGINEs. 


The tonnage of vessels now building in the world which 
are to be fitted with internal combustion engines amounts 
to 885,100 tons, while the tonnage of steam vessels under 
construction is 1,051,649 tons. The motor tonnage is thus 
84} per cent. of the steam tonnage, showing the remarkable 
development which is taking place in the adoption of this 
system of propulsion. The tonnage of motorships building 
at the end of June in Great Britain and Ireland—293,544— 
amounts to 53°8 per cent. of the steam tonnage under con- 
struction. In Denmark, Holland, Italy, Japan and Sweden the 
motor tonnage under construction greatly exceeds the steam 
tonnage; the combined totals for these five countries being 
129, 380 tons of steamers and 426,241 tons of motorships. 
The world figures include 56 motorships each of between 
6,000 and 10,000 tons, seven of between 10,000 and 15,000 
tons, four of between 15,000 and 24,000 tons, and one of 
about 33,000 tons. 

The total horse-power of the engines building or being 
installed on board vessels at the end of June, 1926, amounted 
to 1,552,550, of which 635,538 h.p. are building or were 
built in Great Britain and Ireland; 170,250 h.p. in Italy, 
146,504 h.p. in France, 142,750 h.p. in Germany, 137,100 
h.p. in the United States, and 320,408 h.p. in other coun- 
tries. Excluding 130 engines of less than 500 h.p. each, 
the average horse-power of each set reaches 3,569, the 
average for reciprocating steam engines being 1,727 h.p., for 
oil engines 4,259 h.p., and for steam turbines 10,250 h.p.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 
ADVERTISING MATTER: PREPAYMENT OF 


IMPORT DUTY BY CUSTOMS STAMPS. 

The following revised regulations were issued by the 
Minister of Customs on the 9th June, 1926, regarding the 
prepayment by Customs stamps of import duty leviable on 
advertising matter, etc. , imported into Newfoundland : 

1. Customs duty stamps, for the payment of honest 
duties on advertising matter, price lists and catalogues, 
can be obtained in one, three and five cents each on appli- 
cation to the Deputy Minister of Customs, St. John’s, New- 
foundland, or to the Secretary, High Commissioner for 
Newfoundland, 58, Victoria Street, London, or to the Super- 
intendent of the Newfoundland Post Office, North Sydney, 
Cape Breton. 

The duty stamps are to be affixed on each package for 
the amounts of duty payable on the same, and should be 
affixed to the reverse side of the packages. 

3. Packages bearing Customs duty stamps on arrival at 
any port in Newfoundland shall ‘be transferred to the 
Customs, to be checked for proper payment of duty and to 
have the Customs duty stamps thereon cancelled by mark- 
ing same with the Customs dating stamp, or other can- 
cellation stamp. 

4. Item 306 (f) of the Revenue Act, 1925, provides ‘‘ that 
on the goods specified in the foregoing item and imported 
by mail on and after July Ist, 1925, duties may be paid by 
Customs revenue stamps, under regulations made by the 
Minister of Finance and Customs, at the rates specified in 
the said item, except that on each separate package weigh- 
ing not more than one ounce the duty shall be one cent.”’ 

The articles specified in Item 306 (e) of the Revenue

INCREASE OF IMPORT DUTY ON BEER, ETC. 


H.M. Consul-General at Loanda reports that the basic 
import duties on beer, cider and the like imported into 
territory outside the Conventional Basin of the Congo have 
been modified, as from the Ist July, in virtue of a recent 
Legislative Diploma, No. 109, and are now levied at the fol- 
lowing increased rates :—

The duty on beer, cider and the like imported at ports 
within the Conventional Basin of the Congo has been fixed 
at 4 escudos per litre irrespective of the origin of the pro- 
ducts. 

The usual surtaxes, amounting to about 15 per cent. ad 
valorem, are leviable in addition in each case. 

Importation of the beverages in question across the land 
frontiers is prohibited.

TRADE IN CHEMICAL FERTILISERS. 


The Brazilian ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ for the 16th May contains 
a Decree, dated the 12th May, which prescribes regulations 
regarding the sale of chemical fertilisers in Brazil. 

It is provided, inter alia, that manufacturers or importers 
of fertilisers must, before ‘offe ring them for sale, communi- 
cate to the Chemical Institute the name, kind and quality 
of the fertilisers in question, together with the commercial 
names or marks which distinguish them from similar 
products. 

The sales contract or invoice, which is to be furnished to 
the buyer in duplicate, must give full particulars of the 
fertiliser to which it relates, i.e., name, nature, origin 

(name of manufacturer or producer), the principal fer- 
tilising agents, and the percentage of nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potassium contained.

INCREASE OF DUTY ON CERTAIN AGRARIAN 
PRODUCTS, MOTOR VEHICLES AND OTHER 
GOODS. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
last week’s issue of this ‘‘ Journal’’ (page 51), the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague reports, by 
telegraph, that the Law for the increase of the Customs 
duties on certain agrarian products, motor vehicles and 
various other products came into force on 12th July. 





CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN REQUIRED FOR 
CERTAIN FOODSTUFFS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports that, as from 10th July, fresh grapes, onions and 
garlic, hog’s fat, melted down or not, lard, bacon, and 
goose fat, melted down or not, will only be allowed to be 
imported into Czechoslovakia if accompanied by certificates 
of origin. These certificates are to be issued ‘by Chambers 
of Commerce in the country of origin, and are to be 
legalised by the competent Czechoslovak Consular authority. 





FRANCE. 





MODIFICATION OF EXPORT DUTIES. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 7th July contains a 
Presidential Decree, dated 6th July, which increases the 
duties on certain articles exported from France and imposes 
export duties on certain goods formerly duty-free. The 
modifications introduced by the Decree are given below, 
articles formerly duty-free being shown in italics.

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 2nd July contains an 
official notice intimating the reimposition of the prohibi- 
tion on the export from France of coal and coke and coal 
and lignite briquettes. Export licences may ‘be obtained 
from the Minister of Public Works (Mines Directorate) in 
the case of exports by land, and from the Under-Secretary 
of State for the Mercantile Marine (Ports Directorate) in the 
case of exports by sea, except as regards bunker coal, for 
which a licence may be issned by the respective Port 
Director.

IMPORT DUTIES ON CERTAIN ANIMALS 
AND FOODSTUFFS REiMPOSED. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ for 7th July contains a 
Presidential Decree, dated 6th July, reimposing the import 
duties on certain animals and foodstuffs which have hitherto 
been admitted free of duty.» The Decree affects Algeria as 
well as France. 

The goods on which duties are reimposed are as follows. 
The rates of duty quoted are those prescribed in the Tariff, 
and are subject to the general surtax of 30 per cent.

The ‘benefit of duty-free admission will be granted to 
goods imported after the enforcement of the Decree and 
declared for consumption immediately, provided they are 
proved to have been despatched direct to France before the 
date of publication of the Decree. The proofs required are, 
in the case of arrivals by sea, bills of lading made out at the 
port of loading, and, in the case of imports by other means, 
the last transport documents (waybills or others) made out 
for France. Goods which arrived in France before the date 
of publication of the Decree and were warehoused are to 
pay duty if they are not declared for clearance until after 
the enforcement of the Decree. 





FRENCH WEST AFRICA. 





CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN BLANKETS. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) for 3rd July contains a 
Presidential Decree, dated 29th June, which raises a new 
heading in the Customs Tariff of French West Africa, re- 
lating to ‘‘ Blankets (couvertures), common, of mixed 
cotton, manufactured for the most part of cotton waste 
mixed with waste of wool or other te xtiles, except silk, floss 
silk and artificial silk.’’ The duty on these products when 
imported into the territories covered by the 1898 Convention 
is 40°25 frs. per 100 kilogs. net, and when imported into 
the rest of the Colony 11-70 frs. per 100 kilogs. net, plus 
26°75 frs. per 100 kilogs. net in the case of foreign (non- 
French) goods. 

These articles were formerly dutiable at the rate applic- 
able to the most highly taxed component, whatever its pro- 
portion in the mixture.

CUSTOMS DUTIES ON MINERAL OILS. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘Journal’’ of 7th January (page 27), it should be 
noted that a Decree (No. 5012 M.E.) of 23rd June extends 
until Ist January, 1927, the period during which the duties 
on petrol with a specific gravity of 0°735 to 0°790 (Tariff 
No. 322 (a) 2), on mineral illuminating oils with a specific 
gravity of 0°790 to 0°845 (Tariff No. 322b), and on other oils 
not specially mentioned in the Tariff used for engines,

spindle oils and similar light oils and fuel oil (Tariff No.

REVISION OF INTERNAL TAXATION. 


The Japanese Diet at its recent session passed a number 
of measures for the reform of certain internal taxes. These 
taxation revision measures were promulgated in_ the 
Japanese ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ on the 27th March last and pro- 
vided inter alia for the modification of the following taxes 

Sake Manufacturing Tax.—The rate of the tax levied on 
brewers of sake has been increased to 33 yen and 40 yen per 
koku (39°7 gallons) for unrefined and refined and sweet 
sake, respectively. 

Alcohol and Alcoholic Liquors.—This tax has been in- 
creased to the rate of 1:80 ven on each 1 per cent. by volume 
of pure alcohol per koku, the minimum amount of the tax 
being 42 yen per koku. 

Beer Manufacturing Tax.—The rate of this tax has been 
increased from 18 to 25 yen per koku. 

Taz on Playing Cards.—This tax has been increased from 
20 to 50 sen per pack, and, in addition, a tax of 3 yen per 
set has been imposed on Mah Jongg sets. 

Aerated Waters.—This tax, which is new, is levied on 
drinks containing carbonic acid gas at the following rates; 
drinks containing less than ‘05 per cent. of gas or more 
than 1 per cent. of alcohol are, however, outside its scope :—

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports that, according to a Customs Circular dated 24th 
June, the export tax of 0°50 lei per kilog. fixed for brushes 
and other articles made of animal hair is applicable to 
brushes of all materials, including those of vegeta'ble fibre 
and broom straw. 





IMPORT PROHIBITIONS IN FORCE. 


The ‘‘ Correspondance Economique Roumaine’’ (the 
Official Bulletin of the Roumanian Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry) has recently published lists of the import 
and export prohibitions in force in Roumania on the Ist 
March, 1926. The list of import prohibitions is reproduced

A Decree of the Swiss Federal Council, dated 29th June, 
and effective as from 5th July, increases the import duty on 
sparkling wines, including fruit wines, in bottles or half 
bottles (Tariff No. 12la and b), from 80 to 120 frs. per 100 
kilogs. The Decree also increases the duty on unworked 
resinous wood (Tariff No. 230) from 0°25 fr. to 0°50 fr. per 
100 kilogs.

EXPORT DUTIES MODIFIED. 


The ‘‘ Journal Official Tunisien ’’ for 16th June contains 
a Beylical Decree, dated 27th May, which modifies the export 
duties imposed on certain articles in Tunis. The export

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





COUNTERVAILING DUTIES ON CERTAIN 
METALLURGICAL PRODUCTS. 

Section 303 of the United States Customs Tariff of 1922 
provides for the levy of additional duties to countervail 
bounties or grants paid or bestowed on the manufacture, 
production or export of articles or merchandise by any 
country, dependency, colony, province, other political sub- 
division of government, person, partnership, association, 
cartel or corporation. 

The United States Treasury Department have announced 
in a recent Decision (TD 41561) that it is of opinion that an 
agreement which has been made between the Raw Steel 
Syndicate of Dusseldorf, Germany, and the Association of 
Iron Consuming Industries within the Association of In- 
dustries of the German Reich in Charlottenburg regarding 
the export of roljling-mill products from Germany, con- 
stitutes a bounty within the meaning of this Section, and 
that countervailing duties in the amount of such bounty 
should be assessed on the importation into the United States 
of the following German products, viz., pig iron, ingots or 
blooms, billets, sheet bars, shapes, bar iron, universal 
shapes, band iron, wire, rails, gas tubes, steam tubes, boiler 
plate, and certain sheet iron. 

In another Decision (TD 41500) the Treasury Department 
intimated that it is considered that an indirect bounty is 
paid by the Indian Government on the pig iron manufac- 
tured by the Tata Iron and Steei Co. and shipped to the 
United States, and that, therefore, countervailing duty 
should be assessed on such pig iron. The rate of the coun- 
tervailing duty which should be assessed under Section 303 
of the Tariff Act has, however, not yet been determined in 
this case.

PROPOSED LUXURY TAX. 

With reference to the notice in the ‘ Journal’’ of 31st 
December last (page 743) respecting a proposal to institute 
an excise duty and corresponding import surtax on certain 
‘luxury ’’ goods in the Netherlands, it should be noted 
that the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that this proposal has been somewhat modi- 
fied. It is now proposed to levy a ‘‘ luxury ’”’ tax of 10 per 
cent. of the manufacturers’ seliing price on the goods set 
out below, except in the case of imports, when the tax is to 
take the form of an additional import duty of 12 per cent. 
ad valorem. The tax is not, however, to be imposed on im- 
ported goods which are free of Customs duty or on goods 
intended for use in religious ceremonies or for the equip- 
ment of ships. 

The list of goods on which it is proposed to levy the tax 
is as follows :— 

Clothing and headgear of fur with the exception of 
clothing and headgear which is only partially embellished 
with fur, but not manufactured thereof, lined therewith, 
or provided with a fur collar. 

Fireproof safes, vault doors, and safe deposit compart- 
ments. 

Phonographs, gramophones and similar instruments, 
with the exception of dictaphones, and accessories therefor, 
such as music rolls, records and needles. 

Photographic apparatus taking negatives not larger than 
9 by 12 centimetres or similar superficial area. 

Photographic lenses with a focal length of not more than 
15 centimetres. 

Sensitive plates and films for negatives not greater than 
9 by 12 centimetres or similar superficial area, with the 
exception of bioscope films and Réntgen Ray films. 

Earthenware for household use when it is provided with 
open work or other embellishments in relief, or when the 
colouring has been applied in or under the glazing.

DESCRIPTION OF THE FAcrLiTicEs AVAILABLE. 

The Department guarantees the payment at maturity of 
sterling bills of exchange drawn on buyers overseas in con- 
nection with the export from this country of goods wholly 
or partly produced or manufactured in the United King- 
dom, including coal. 

Applications will be considered for long term as well as 
short term credits. 

Subject to the conditions printed on the next page, ex- 
porters may obtain in approved cases :— 

1. Facilities of an Insurance Character, by which the 
guarantee is given without recourse to the exporter. — In 
these cases the guarantee will not exceed 75 per cent. of 
the amount of credit granted to the importer. 

2. Facilities of a Financial Character, by which the 
guarantee is given with full recourse to the exporter. In 
these cases the guarantee may be for the full amount of 
the credit granted to the importer. 

3. Facilities of an Intermediate Character, by which the 
guarantee is given for the whole or part of the credit either 
without recourse to the exporter or with such recourse as 
may be agreed. In these cases the exporter will not be 
relieved of more than 75 per cent. of the risk on the bill 
unless approved security is provided. 

The guarantee will either be endorsed on the bill or be 
civen in the form of a letter of guarantee. 

The Department will make good its guarantee immedi- 
ately its liability accrues, provided the protested bill is held 
at its disposal. 

No application can be considered after Sth September, 
1929, though guarantees may be given after that date in 
respect of applications previously approved. 

CLASSES OF GUARANTEE. 

The above facilities are available in respect of :— 

(a) Specific Guarantees. 

The Department gives guarantees in respect of specific 
transactions. 

(b) General Guarantees. 

The Department agrees to cive guarantees up to a fixed 
amount for transactions with a number of importers in a 
partic ular country or countries with or without the sub- 
mission for its approval of the importers’ names. When 
importers’ names are not submitted, the Department will 
require to be satisfied as to the exporter’s previous experi- 
ence in the particular country or countries. 
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General Guarantees are intended only for cases where the 
credit granted does not exceed six months. 

(c) Guarantees to Banks or Credit Insurance Companies. 

The Department may guarantee against loss on specific 
transactions, approved banks, bankers, credit associations, 
or companies providing credit insurance. 

The conditions printed hereunder will apply generally 
with such modification as may be required in each case. 

A.—GENERAL CONDITIONS. 

1. Applications.—The Department is prepared to con- 
sider proposals and to indicate its decisions, in principle, 
either before or after orders have been received by ex- 
porters or tenders have been submitted by them. In 
every case, however, the Department will subsequently re- 
quire an application to be submitted through a bank be- 
fore the formal decision of the Department can be given. An 
application form for specific transactions is given below. 

2. Goods.—Guaranlees will be granted only in respect of 
goods wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom. Applications will not be entertained in 
respect of munitions of war or of goods already shipped or 
of transactions on open account. Applications will not 
normally be considered in respect of goods shipped on con- 
signment, but applications in respect of definite sales from 
stocks which have been shipped on consignment with the 
Department’s approval may be considered. 

3. Countries.—Guarantees are not at present given for 
shipments to Russia. Guarantees may only be given for 
shipments to India, Ceylon, Straits Setthkements, Hong Kong 
or China, of goods for which long credits are ordinarily 
required. 

4. Limit of Time.—The Department’s approval of an 
application will cease to ‘be operative after a definite period 
which will be stated in each case. If guarantees are 
required alter that time a new application must be made. It 
is also understood that the goods are to be shipped within 
a reasonable time after the receipt of the order. 


5. Premium.—The Department will charge a premium for 
the granting of its guarantee. The premium will vary 
according to the character of the assistance given and 
according to the other circumstances of the case. 

6. Security.—In cases where the importer offers any 
security, this security, if accepted by the Department, will 
be taken into account in fixing the premium and the con- 
ditions of the guarantee. 

7. Recourse.—In cases where the Department relains 
recourse to the exporter, this recourse will be for an agreed 
percentage of the amount of the bill, and the exporter shall 
in the event of default by the importer pay on demand this 
percentage to the Department. 

The exporter shall also pay to the Department on demand 
the same percentage of all costs, charges or expenses 
incurred or authorised by the Department. 

Interest at 1 per cent. above bank rate shall run against 
the exporter on all sums due by him to the Department. 

Unless otherwise arranged in advance, all sums received 
by the Department or the exporter after default on the bill 
from the importer or from the realisation of any security 
or from the resale of goods or from any other source, shall 
be apportioned between the Department and the exporter 
on the basis of their respective risks on the bill. 

In special cases, however, the Department may require 
that all such sums up to a percentage to be agreed in 
advance shall be for the credit of the Department, the 
exporter being entitled only to any balance. 

8. Payment by the Importer and Recoveries.—The exporter 
undertakes to take such steps as the Department may require 
to enforce payment by the importer or to realise any security. 





B.—FcrtHer ConpITIONs. 

9. Bills and Documents.—As a general rule, all bills for 
guarantee must be sent to the Department through a bank 
immediately after the shipment of the goods concerned, and 
must be accompanied by all signed copies of the bill of 
lading, invoices (in duplicate), and other shipping docu- 
ments, together with the form of agreement (E. C. G. 3 
or 4) duly completed. The shipping documents other than 
one set of invoices will be returned to the bank. 

10. Bills may be Guaranteed before Acceptance.—The 
Department does not normally require a Bill to be accepted 
before guaranteeing the bill, though it may do so, or it 
may retain full recourse against the exporter until accept- 
ance, 

11. Guarantees Conditional on Due Presentation, etc.— 
The Department’s guarantee is given on the express condi- 
‘ion that the importer has agreed to accept the bill, and 
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that the bill will be duly presented for acceptance and/or 
payment, and that if dishonoured it will be noted and/or 
protested, and notice of dishonour given forthwith to the 
Department. 

12. Insurance of Goods.—Except as otherwise agreed in 
exceptional cases, the goods are to be insured by the exporter 
against all risks with an approved Company or with Lloyd's 
Underwriters. 

13. Extensions’ and Alterations.—No alteration in the con- 
ditions upon which the Department’s guarantee was 
granted, and no variation of the tenor of a bill may ‘tbe 
agreed to by the exporter unless the approval of the Depart- 
ment has first been obtained. 


NOTES. 

(a) The Department cannot communicate the reasons for 
its decisions. 

(b) When information in regard to an importer is not 
readily obtainable in London, the Department will be pre- 
pared on request to cable for it at the exporter’s expense. 

(c) In cases of urgency the Department will be prepared 
to place its guarantee upon seconds of exchange, provided 
it is furnished with the assurance of a responsible bank 
that the bank has forwarded the firsts of exchange and 
shipping documents. 

(d) In cases where the Department’s guarantee is placed 
on the bill and covers only a proportion of the transaction, 
it may facilitate discounting if separate bills are drawn 
for this proportion. The Department will ‘be prepared to 
consider making arrangements on these lines on request. 

(e) When the credit granted is for more than six months 
the Department will be prepared, in order to facilitate 
discounting, to consider placing its guarantee on a bill of 
six months or less. and to guarantee renewal bills of six 
months or less until the period of credit is covered. 

(f) The exporter is at liberty to insure elsewhere any 
portion of the risk not covered by the Department, but such 
insurance is to be disclosed to the Department.
